Illiteracy, fixed by habit, holds the mind as 
a vise clamps iron. 


But the uneducated men most to be pitied are those who have reached 


middle life without success. Education is the one thing they need, and 
their chances of acquiring it have become even more uncertain, than those 
of the men who have achieved partial or complete success in acquiring 
property and influence. 
They lack power and self-confidence, gifts that 


such minds can acquire only by early training and discipline. "Failed for 
lack of an education"' would be a fit epitaph for many an -unfortunate.

Concerning his eminence, it 


would be Majestats-vetbrechen to express a. doubt This gentleman married 
at an age so-tender that, the next morning he was up before breakfast 
treating the guards to a drill. 


There is, moreover, Mr. Sage. His eminence is equally unquestionable. 


3ust when he married we are not quite certain, but we are cure that it oc- 
curred in prehistoric times. 
in view of these examples Professor Thorndike's proposition may be ac- 


cepted with ease. But its corollary is not so clear. Matrimony, particularly 
when the party of the second part happens to t>e of a tempestuous disposi- 
s-ition, is highly chastening, and that too, whether you are eminent or not 
As such it is 'beneficial to us all. Yet concerning Its further advantages, 
political economists manifest an occasional reserve.

Is a Berlinese scientist In a recent monograph he contended that matri- 
mony is not merely beneficial, bat conducive to longevity. With an in- 
genuity which we can only qualify as lovable, he produced in support of 
the contention a number of centenarians. He showed that each of them 
had married, and that all were widowers. 
Which latter fact however, 


proves or seems to prove not so much perhaps that matrimony is conducive 
to longevity, but rather that he who survives matrimony can survive any- 
thing.—New York American and Journal.

Hicks for October. 


Rev. Irl R Hicks, in his forecasts for 


October predict* a month of nioTe than 
ordinary ctonns and cold, disagreeable 
weather. 


Snows with heavy sleet are entirely 


probable.followed by high barometer and 
cold 
Prom the 10th to the 16th there 


will be unsettled storm weather, perhaps, 
outside of the regular periods. Much 
cloudiness with drizzel and sleet are re 
•ults to be expected. A rise of tempera- 
ture and rain and snow storms of increas- 
ed extent and energy will be natural ou 
acd touching the 12th and 13th. 


From the 15th to 20th there will be se- 


vere and dangerous autumnal storms, 
rain and sleet will visit most interior sec 
lions and a big October cold wave and 
very high barometer will end the period 


If an excess of storms and rough weath 


er fail to materialize at this time, look 
for unseasonably warm weather. The 
fact to be emphasized is that normalcy 
will not be the rule; the astronomic con- 
dition indicates one extreme or the oth- 
er. Rev Hicks' belief is th*t very heavy 
autumnal storms will result, followed by 
sufficiently cold weather to damage and 
destroy exposed, perishable commerce. 


Reaction to much warmer, with fall- 


ing barometer and more rain, turning to 
snow northward, will be natural results 
on and touching the 23rd and 24th. l»y 
the middle of the month the boreal waves 
and frosts will reach qui e to the gulf re 
gions. The last five days of the month 
are covered by a regular siorm period. 
The indications are that storms, tropical 
in kind, with thunder and rain south- 
ward, will come during the first develop 
ments of tbe period. But as the rising 
barometric area from tbe northwest im- 
pinges on the low barometer to the 
southward, raius will quickly merge into 
sleet and snow and boreal blasts will 
spread southward and eastward quite 
over the country.

had kept that original machine, for 
it would have illustrated better than 
any other mechanism *rith which I

worked out. This machine was heavy 
and cumbersome in comparison with 
the delicate mechanism to toJay, but 
the principle of construction was es- 
sentially the same except that the 
carriage, instead cf being restored 
to position by the. hand at the end of 
each line as now, was brought back 
by means of a foot pedal, and it came 
with a jar that made the machine 
tremble in every part. My machine

The first American typewriter pat- 


ent was issued in 1S29 to William Aus- 
tin Burt of Detroit, Mich., who was 
also the inventor of the solar compass.

practical results. About 1847 A. Ely 
Beach of New YorK patented all the 
essential features of the modern type- 
writer. Three 
Milwaukee men—C. 


Latham Snoles, Samuel W. Soule and 
Carlos Glidden—did much to make 
typewriting practicable. They worked 
out the machine which furnishes the 
basis for the most generally used com- 
mercial product of today. 


At first the typewriter was received 


by the public- with suspicion. 
It 


seemed subversive of existing condi- 
tions. A court gave the first public 
recognition to the merits of the ma- 
chine, because a court reporter found 
it convenient for making duplicate 
minutes of the proceedings. Icese 
came under the attention 
of the 


judges, and it was not long before 
they expressed a preference for type- 
written papers. The lawyers 
next 


found tlie use of typewriters a. great 
help ia the business of their offices, 
and the large commercial concerns, 
always ready to adopt time-saving de- 
vices when assured that they are such, 
began *o use machines in tbTeir corre- 
spondence. The letters sent out by - 
them resulted in a wide' advertise- 
ment of the typewriter, which scoon 
then came into general use. It was 
not until 1S97 that diplomatic com- 
munications generally could be written 
with a machine, though the American 
department of state set the example 
of using the typewriter as early as 
1S95. 
Even now all highly ceremoni- 


ous letters and addresses have to be 
done by hand with pen and ink.

In all large cities having an electric 


railway system there is an important 
branch of service which never ivaches 
the gaze of the public, states the Phil- 
adelphia Record. Few people have 
any idea that the company pays a 
number of men to ride on its cars as 
passengers every hour of the day. The 
object is to keep a strict watch on 
its conductors and motormen for any 
breach of the rules. These men are 
railed inspectors by the company, but 
the employes call them "spotters." 


It is not only the passengers "wlio 


are ignorant of the identity of these 
men. 
but no one connected with the 


company except the chief of the in- 
spectors know them, in making their 
reports all the inspectors must sign 
by numbers. 


These are given then by the chief to 


use instc-au of their names. The chief 
Js not permitted 10 give the name of 
any Inspector to any oce except the 
auditor when the payroll is made o«t 
each v.-<?ek. Another element in the 
absolute secrecy of the service is the 
fact that inspectors do not know each 
other. They do not work in pairs, as 
in other secret service, but each man 
works independent of any other along 
certain lines of directions given by 
the chief. 


The duties of these men are many 


and exacting. They must 
make 
a 


Hireful study of a!i the rules, regula- 
,ions and orders of the company and 
i'iy infringement of these must be re- 
ported. These include the proper and 
polite treatment of passengers, care- 
ful running of the car on the part of 
the TJQotonnan in respect to cross 
streets, pedestrians, wagons and the 
application of the power and brakes. 


Perhaps (he most important duty of 


all is to see that all the fares are col- 
lected, and, what is still more import- 
ant, that they are all registered cor- 
rectly. It is this duty that requires 
tact, good judgment, an understanding 
of human nature and good eyesight. 
The inspector must keep constantly 
in mind the fact that the man he is 
watching may be a little sharper than 
he. and any false move on his part 
would prove fatal to his usefulness on 
that car. Each trip made by the in- 
spector must bear record on his final 
report. He must give the badge num- 
ber of the conductor, the block rairaber 
of the car. the street and time I".* got 
on. the street and time he got off. to- 
gether with the register statements. 
All these facts must be kept in mem- 
ory until he gets off the car, when he 
makes a record of them on his trip 
card. 


At the end of his day's work he must 


make a final report of all trips made, 
amount of cash paid cut for fares and 
a full descriptive report of any wrong 
doing or accidents witnessed by him. 
These reports are given the next Jay 
to the chief on reporting tc the office, 
who in turn forwards them to the gen- 
eral superintendent. 


After a careful reading by tlie su- 


perintendent all the men who have 
been inspected and have no bad re- 
ports against them are given good 
credit on their record. On the other 
hand, if any have bad reports made 
against them the reports are placed on 
file, and if any have been reported 
for stealing or where a number of com- 
plaints of a minor nature are on file, 
the man is ordered to be "specialed." 


By this is meant that on every trip 


the suspected man makes in a day. 
week or month, he has on his car an. 
inspector. This fact shows how care- 
fully the man is watched. Each in- 
spector who goes on a "special" detail 
is required to make a full detailed re- 
port, either good or bad. of the man's 
actions. If a majority of these re- 
ports agree as to wrongdoing the su- 
perintendent makes the basis for dis- 
cipline. 


The position in itself is not perma- 


nent, nor does it offer any chance for 
advancement- These facts are told 
the applicant with emphasis on his 
first interview with the chief. 
A 


working day consists of nine and a 
half hours, with' a slidrag schedule 
of reporting hours for every week. He 
can have no holidays and very few 
Sundays off. About twice a week he 
starts at 4 a. m.. and on two other 
days at 3 p. m. The other days of the 
week are means between these ex- 
tremes. The wages of an inspector 
arc $2.25 per day and cash paid for

fares.

Still more remark- 
able are the changes brought about 
by the condensed and compressed 
foods which, under one name or aa- 
other. are for sale in all the "outing | 
stores."

Experiments in the way of "food 


tablets" have met with varied results. 
A large firm of packers once adver- 
tised a compressed tabloid of meat 
and Carious vegetables, dried and 
closely pressed so as to keep, in the 
language of advertisements, "for years 
in any climate." The trouble with 
this particular viand was that it did 
not taste good. 


The United States government in 


its experiments with the army's food 
supply has incidentally accomplished 
a great deal for the camper's benefit. 
The regular emergency ration is per- 
haps the most successful prparatlon 
of its kind on the market. A square 
tin can. no larger than the ordinary 
pint fruit can. is suppose to contain 
three meals, not hearty repasts, how- 
ever, for a really hungry man. There 
is a packet of tea inside the can. an- 
other packet of seasoning, and a solid 
lump of a mixture of a partly dried 
meat with vegetables. The adaptabil- 
ity of this ration to various purposes 
is its strongest point. Mixed with 
water to the consistency of a thick 
paste and brown in a pan. it beeotnfs 
hash. Thinned with a trifle less water 
it can be shaped into balls or flat cakes 
and fried as Hamburg steak. Stirred 
up with a larger proportion of water, 
a savory ?tew is the result. 


Several cf the packing: and canning 


firms have put on the market recenty 
an assortment of flat cans containing 
a 1 the staple meat and fish products, 
practically without juice, in the cans, 
and squeezed into the smallest pos- 
sible compass. The fiat can is a con- 
venience for packing which the mak- 
ers sem to be slow in appreciating. 


At the opposite extreme from the 


pork and beans are the malted-milk 
tablets and similar preparations which 
supply nutriment in its least compass 
but do not pretend to take the place 
of the regular diet for healthy persons 
doing active work. Druggists testify 
to the extensive'use of*these in place 
of noonday luncheon by business men 
of poor digestion and' neverous tem- 
perament, but they are not to be con- 
sidered in supplying the woodsman's 
pack.
